There will be 600 to 1.000 d ele­ 
g ates, plus a.s m any m ore co rres­ 
pondents, radio, new sreel and tele­ 
vision m en 
In addition, thousands 
of .J avanese will converg e on this 
old Dutch m ountain re.sort 75 m iles 
southea.st of J akarta to view the 
celebrities. 


No A m ericans or Europeans, in­ 
cluding the Russians, were invited 
as d elcg ales. H owever, observers 
will he on hand from (he United 
Slates, Australia. South Africa and 
F ran ce ’s North African protector­ 
ates — Tunisia and Morocco, 


The sponsoring countries — In­ 
dia, Ceylon. F’akistan. Iturma and 
Indonesia —• h ave carefully avoided 
g iving the conference a racial tag . 
Hut m ost of the countries invited 
com e in the nonwhile categ ory. 


The sponsors w ere 
unable 
to 
ag ree on an ag enda. They said the 
m eeting would consider problem s 
of sp ecial interest to Asian and 
.African countries and would seek 
to 
"prom ote 
world 
p eace 
an d 
cooperation." 
Prob lem s listed in ­ 
cluded "national snverpig nty. r a­ 
cialism and co lo n ialism ”

Crowder then herded R iley and 
other riot lead ers back 
into the

from Ftiley and locked the door. 
Of his 20-minute talk with the 
rioters, 
the 
slow-.spoken 
rang er 
captain said-

This com ­ 
b ination was carried on u ntil 7:05 
p.m , when it was given u p. 
Raymond Rollin.s, safety direc­

b u rg and cam e to Sedalia, arriving 
less than a half hou r later.

The b ody was taken to the Mc­

It was the third tim e Bryson 
has coine in contact with high vol­ 
tage. Twice b efore he was seriou s­ 
ly inju red with b u rns and b roken 
b ones and once was knocked from 
a pole. 
Ab ou t ten years ago according 
to an old friend of Bryson's he 
was working on a pole near the 
White Spot on West Highway 50, 
when he cam e in contact with 12,- 
000 volts. At that tim e his safety 
b elt was not fastened and he was 
in the act of reaching arou nd the 
pole to fasten the b elt and his hand 
cam e in contact with the wire. He 
was knocked straight b ackwards 
and fell several feet away from the 
pole to the grou nd. 
In this first accident he su ffered 
the fractu re of several b ones and 
severe b u rns. He was off from 
work several months, b u t u pon re 
covery resu m ed his job with the 
com pany. 
Approximately two and a half 
years ago while working on a iiole 
near the System Mills on West 
Main, he cam e in contact with a 
12,000 volt wire. His safety b olt 
was fastened at this tim e, and 
fellow workers climb ed the pole 
and su cceeded in b reaking him 
away fn>m the wire and getting 
him dowTi to the grou nd. 'This tim e 
he su ffered severe b u rns on a hand 
and one foot. Again he was off 
work for several months. 
After retu rning to the job he 
was made forem an of a line gang 
and 
has 
since 
stayt*d 
on 
the 
grou nd the greater part of his tim e, 
directing his crew in their work. 
Bryson was b orn at Colu mb ia 
on Oct. 1C, 1901.

Howev er, many of us hope that Mr. 
Barrick’s approach to the juv enile delin­ 
quency prob lem in this instance may b e 
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accomplished on a local lev el without fed 
eral assistance. 
The.se youngsters are not b ad eggs 
up to this point. 
And they can prov e it 
b y following the pro.secuting attorney’s 
adv ice rather than through hurtful pride 
offering passiv e resistance to the restric­ 
tions he has laid down, thereb y leading 
them.selv es into more troub le, in which 
ev ent they grade th^m.selv es as b ad eggs. 
Mexico, Missouri, b oasts that its com­ 
munity feels lucky b ecause the law v iola­ 
tions perpetrated b y young people has 
stayed at low lev el while nationally there 
has b een an increase of 45% in law in­ 
fractions b y juv eniles. 
Excluding this one flare-up, Sedalia 
has b een pretty lucky,, loo, lucky it hasn’t 
b een worse and lucky that the current de­ 
fection of a .small group of youngsters was 
di.scov ered b efore the law infractions b e­ 
came wider in scope. 
There is no more .sense in condemning 
these b oys to the ash can than there is 
throwing away an expensiv e mechanical 
pencil which has b een leaking ink b y capil­ 
lary action at the b all ponit and staining 
good white shirts. 'Fhi're’s nothing wrong 
with the mechanics of the pencil itself 
Open it up, look inside and the only defi­ 
ciency is in the cartridge. It’s the cartridge 
that needs throwing in the ash can to he 
replaced b y a fresh cartridge in the pencil 
b arrel. FT*rhaps all that our juv eniles need 
is a fresh cartridge of understanding and 
clean ideas .supplied b y the adults. 
It’s a challcuige, folks. 
Let’s accept 
it b y helping the offenders and paying 
more attention to the training of those on 
the fringe or inside who may b e sav ed 
from the .stigma of law infractions.

“So much is said ab out coro­ 
nary thromb osis and hardening of 
the arterie.s,” write.s Mrs. L., “b ut 
no one ev er writes ab out conges­ 
tiv e heart failure. I should like 
to know more ab out this,” 
Congestiv e heart failure is ap­ 
plied to a condition in which the 
heart fails to pump enough b lood 
fa.st enough through the .system. 
The fir.st sign of thi.s failure on 
the part of the heart is usually 
shortness of b reath following ex­ 
ertion or exerci.se which formerly 
did not cau.se such heav y b reath­ 
ing. If the heart condition gets 
worse, it Ls followed b y accumula­ 
tion of .some fluid in the lungs, 
often accompanied b y cough and 
he had an shy the appearance of dropsical 
fluid or edema, usually in the feet 
and ankles, and .sometimes Ln other 
parts of the b ody. 
C-ongestiv e heart failure is not 
itself a particular kind of heart 
dLsease. It can result, in fact, 
from any serious disease w'hich

Many methods are u.sed to ac- 
complLsh these results, and while 
congestiv e heart failure must al- 
way.s lie looked on as a serious 
condition, physicians are frequent­ 
ly ab le to do much for sufferers 
from this condition and thu.s pro­ 
long life and add greatly to th* 
patient's comfort.

What happens in congestiv e heart 
failure is quite cornplicatwi. It is 
now b eliev ed that the troub le is 
i>erhap.s not only in the pumping 
action of the heart itself, b ut also 
in the gradual inorea.se in b ack 
pressure of the b lood against the 
heart so that the heart has to work 
harder. Furthermore, it is as.so- 
ciated with some lessening of the 
filtering power of the kidneys, in­ 
crease in the amount of sodium 
in the b lood, and increase in the 
amount of b lood in the system. 
Also, of course, more water is 
kept in the .system than should 
b e. largely as a result of the fail­ 
ure of the kidneys to excrete as 
much water and sodium as they 
normally should.
